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A Letter to the President 
of the United States

Dear Mr. President: 


Your proposal to me in Washington last 
evening that the wage demand of the United 
Steelworkers of America-CIO be settled on 
the basis of a wage increase of 18Vfc cents 
an hour, retroactive to January I, 1946, can­ 
not 
I regret to say, be accepted by the 
United States Steel Corporation for the rea­ 
sons set forth below. 


As you must be aware, your proposal is 
almost equivalent to granting in full the 
Union’s revised demand of a wage increase 
of ISIG cents an hour, which was advanced 
t>> Philip Murray, the President of the Union, 
at our collective bargaining conference with 
the Union in New York a week ago today 
In our opinion, there is no just basis from 
any point of view for a wage increase to our 
steel workers of the large size you have pro­ 
posed, which, if put into effect, is certain 
to result in great financial harm not only to 
this Corporation but also to users of steel in 


general. 
As I have tried to make clear to you and 
other Government officials during our con­ 
ferences in Washington over the past few 
days. there is a limit in the extent to which 
the Union wage demands can be met by us 
We reached that limit when we raised our 
•ffer to the Union last Friday from a wage 
Increase of 12'/i cents an hour to one of IS 
cents an hour. This would constitute the 
highest single wage increase ever made by 
our steel-making subsidiaries. Our offer of 
15 cents was equivalent to meeting 60% of 
the Union’s original excessive demand of a 
$2 a day general wage increase. Our offer 
met 75% of the Union’s final proposal of rn 
vage increase of 19*/* cents an hour. A wage 
increase of 15 cents an hour, such as we or- 
I ferfed, would increase the direct labor costs 
of our manufacturing subsidiaries by ap­ 
proximately $60,000,000 a year. That is a 
most substantial sum, and does not take into 
r account the higher costs we sh a ll have to pay 
for purchased goods and services, when large! 
wage increases generally become effective* 
throughout American industry, as is inejit- 
able after a substantial increase in steel

As you know, collective bargaining nego­ 
tiations with the Union broke down at the 
White House yesterday afternoon, because 
Mr. Murray then refused to budge from his 
position that a country-wide steel strike 
m ust take place, unless steel workers are 
granted a general wage increase of 19V^ 
cents an hour. Our offer of a wage increase 
of 15 cents an hour was again rejected by 
the Union. 


The Union threatened to go ahead w(th 
its program for a national steel strike at 
midnight next Sunday, although such a 
strike will be a clear violation of the no­ 
strike provision contained in our labor con­ 
tracts with the Union, which continue by 
their term s until October 15, 1946. 


From the outset, we have recognized how 
injurious a steel strike will be to reconver­ 
sion and to the economy of this whole coun­ 
try. 
Most industries are dependent upon a 
supply of steel for their continued opera­ 
tions. We have done everything reasonably 
within our power to avert such a strike, lf 
a strike occurs, the responsibility rests with 
the Union. 


When the Government at the eleventh 
hour informed us about a week ago of its 
4 willingness to sanction an increase in steel 
ceiling prices, we at once resumed collective 
bargaining negotiations with the Union. Such 
price action by the Government was a rec­ 
ognition by it of the right of the steel in­ 
dustry to receive price relief because of past 
heavy increases in costs, something which 
the steel industry for many months has un­ 
successfully sought to establish with OPA 


I should like again to point out some per­ 
tinent facts relative to the wages of our 
steel workers. 


Since January, 1941, the average straight- 
time hourly pay, without overtime, of our 
steel workers has increased more than the 
S3% increase in the cost of living during 
that period, recently computed by Govern­ 
ment authorities. Steel workers’ wages have 
kept pace with increased living coats. Such 
average straight-time pay in our steel-pro­ 
ducing subsidiaries was $1.14 an hour in 
each of the months of September. October i 
and November 1946, excluding any overtime 
premium and any amount for correction of 
possible wage inequities. An increase of lo 
cents, in accordance with our offer, would 


raise such average straight-time p^y to $1.29 
an hour. placing such pay among the higheal 
today in all of American industry. 


Under our offer of a 15 cent increase, the 
average weekly take-home pay of our steel 
workers for a forty-hour week would amount 
to $51.60, assuming that no overtime is in­ 
volved. This figure is only $4.54 less than 
the actual average weekly earnings of these 
employees, including overtime, in the last 
full war year of 1944, when the average 
work week was 46.1 hours. 
The difference 
is really less, because we will undoubtedly 
continue to have overtime in the future, just 
as we have at the present time. In Novem­ 
ber, 1945, overtime premiums to our steel 
workers aggregated more than $1,300,000. 
Such reduction of $4.54 in weekly take-home 
pay is the natural consequence of a shorter 
work week of forty hours, and therefore one 
of lower production. 


Much as we desire to avoid a steel strike 
we cannot overlook the effect both on this 
Corporation 
and 
on our customers anh 
American business in general, of the liU ? 
cent an hour wage increase, which you hav« 
proposed. Such a wage increase must result 
in higher prices for steel than have pre 
viously been proposed to us by the Govern­ 
ment. G reat financial harm would soon fol­ 
low for all users of steel who would be obliged 
to pay higher prices for their steel, higher 
wages to their employees, and still have the 
prices for their own products subject to OPA 
control. Such a high and unjustified wage 
scale m ight well spell financial disaster for 
many of the smaller steel companies and for 
a large number of steel fabricators and 
processors. The nation needs the output of 
these companies. Increased wages and in­ 
creased prices which force companies out of 
business can only result in irreparable dam­ 
age to the American people. 


in our judgm ent, it is distinctly in the 
public interest to take into account the in­ 
jurious effect upon American industry of ai* 
unjustified wage increase in the steel industry. 


After a full and careful consideration o f* 
your proposal, we have reached the conclu­ 
sion above stated.

— An 
editorial 
surveyor has reported 72 per cent 
of the newspapers approved

T ru m a n ’s fact-finding solution for 
labor claim s at first, but suddenly 
turned around and in one week dur­ 
ing D ecem ber (22 to 29). 65 per 
cent attacked the plan. 
This he considered a strange and 
inexplicable turnover of public opin­ 
ion, or press opinion, and he criti­ 
cized it, 
He said the change cam e 
about when the T rum an fact-finding 
board for General Motors was con­ 
fronted w ith the union proposition of 
going into company profits to set fu­ 
ture wages on this basis. 
My analyst friend has simply 
been confused, as have most 
readers 
of 
the 
current 
labor 
news, by the emotion of oppos­ 
ing factions. 
The truth behind 
the m atter is evident. 
Mr, 
Trum an 
advocated 
the 
fact-finding solution out of the ex­ 
perience of the railroad onion 
brotherhoods, who have enjoyed 
its operation for more than 15 
years. The idea of establishing 
a public concept of the facts, 
with 30 days’ cooling down be­ 
fore strikes, in the case of the 
brotherhoods, never entered the 
question of how much the rail­ 
roads were making. 


PROBLEM O F DETERM INING 
FUTURE REAL PROFITS 
The idea of going into com pany 
profits of the past for a wage scale 
for the future was developed by the 
union in the General Motors case, 
m erely because the company had 
war profits and the union wanted 
bigger wages. 
In the every-way- 
sim ilar steel case, the sam e CIO 
unions 
have 
taken 
an 
opposite 
stand because there were no steel 
profits. 
Mr. T rum an is now moving to in­ 
crease the price of steel through 
Mr. 
Bowles 
in 
order 
to 
create 
money 
by 
which 
the steel com­ 
panies can raise the union wages. 
The simple truth is thus shown to 
be that the unions want a wage in­ 
crease — for whatever reasons they 
can concoct, for the reason of prof­ 
its in the General Motors case, for 
the opposite reason necessitating a 
price increase in the steel case. 
This K the essence of the m at­ 
ter, and anyone who indulges 
himself in any economic rea­ 
soning about the m atter is wast­ 
ing his time. 
Thus the newspaper editorial­ 
ists are proven by the facts to 
be 
right 
in 
changing 
their 
stand. The Trum an fact-finding 
solution 
has 
been 
headed 
by 
union pressure into ascertaining 
company profits in the General 
Motors case. 
These are past 
profits, based on war business, 
and the m anufacture of different 
products. 
The union would be entirely logi­ 
cal if it dem anded a distribution of 
these profits to the workers. 
That 
would make sense, but it is entirely 
illogical 
in contending that these

Snyder of St. Louis, who in turn 
had been wined and dined by the 
steel people in Pittsburgh. 
Chester Bowles also had talked 
with big steel leaders. His talks 
were far m ore energetic, m ore p er­ 
suasive than Snyder’s. Bowles once 
ran 
one of the 
best 
advertising 
firms in the nation, is an excel­ 
lent salesm an. All his salesm anship 
was turned on big steel leaders. 
“ You are 
going to have a 
bigger margin of profit than you 
realize,” he told them. “ You are 
now working 44 hours in the 
mills and 52 hours in your cap­ 
tive m ines. When you drop to 40 
hours, you will net a big saving 
in overtim e. The price of scrap 
iron is now at ceiling. It will 
drop in the spring, which m eans 
more 
saving. 
Production 
per 
man went up to IO per cent after 
the last war. It will do the sam e 
after this war, which will save 
you IOO million dollars alone. You 
can’t tell what your profits will 
be. So why not try out a new 
Increased wage scale without a 
sharp price hike? Try it out for 
six months—then com e back and 
w e’ll exam ine the whole ques­ 
tion again. 
If you need a price 
increase then w e’ll give it to 
you.” 
Bowles is a persuasive talker. He 
has m ore ch arm than any W ashing­ 
tonian since Franklin Roosevelt. But 
he m ade no impression. 
“ After the last w ar, steel w ages 
soared even 
without 
union 
p res­ 
sure,” Bowles sum m arized “ So did 
prices. And once inflation gets go­ 
ing, you’ll have labor com ing back 
until they get, not a 30 per cent 
increase in wages, but 50 per cent 
or even 75 per cent. You c a n ’t tell 
where this thing will stop.”
